Nelson A. Rock­ 
efeller discounted in a separate 
interview the harsh indictments 
Democratic

have drawn 
against Johnson 
during the National Governor’s 
Conierence here. 
Some Democratic governors 
pictured Johnson as the over 
spending architect of their par­ 
ty’? defeat in the November 
elections. 
Rockefeller, who won re-elec­ 
tion in that balloting, said it was 
his feeling that local conditions 
dictated the outcome of the 
elections, 
“rather than some 
absent political personality” — 
Johnson in this case. 
As for

Democrat 
sguggestions that their party 
may have to seek a new face in 
1968 unless Johnson mends his 
ways, Rockefeller said Republi­ 
cans would be foolish to put any 
confidence

He ssid that in addition 
to natural resources and techni­ 
cal know-how, man must find 
ways to overcome human, cul­ 
tural, financial, social, economic 
and political obstacles if he is 
to feed the world’s hungry peo­ 
ple. 
“Problems such as transpor­ 
tation, storage, finance, tenure, 
and income levels need solving 
Since many of these involve the 
feelings and values of humans, 
they will, be most difficult to 
solve,” he said. 
Dr Barr reviewed the world 
population trend, noting how the 
most rapid growth rates in pop­ 
ulation are found in countries 
which have a low level of Uvlng. 
With a growing population, he 
pointed out, the world food sup­ 
ply will need to increase at the 
same rate as population to pro­ 
vide the same amount of food 
per capita. 
' If the nutritional gap per 


production to improve their lev­ 
els of nutrition.” 
The economist said the two 
major methods to relieve the fu­ 
ture food output problem are to 
increase the area of productive 
land and to increase the pro­ 
ductivity of land already being 
used for food production. But he 
added that he believes the larg­ 
est increase in world food pro­ 
duction would come by increas­ 
ing yields per acre. 
“It appears that additional 
acreage awaits increased effec­ 
tive demand, investment in hu­ 
man effort, and large capital in­ 
vestments for irrigation, drain­ 
age, clearing, or other land im 


creasing at a rate of about 2 
per cent per year. 
If future expansion follow» 
the trend, he said, by the year 
2,000, something less than SO 
per cent of the world’s food 
can come from new cropland. 
Thia is because the better soil 
is being used today and the new­ 
er land* would be less produc­ 
tive. 
On our existing cropland, Dr. 
Barr noted that increased use 
of fertilizer co'ild increase food 
output by perhaps 50 per cent. 
Irrigation,

and higher yielding ami more

crops also hold promise, he said. 
Dr. Barr mentioned livestock 
improvement through breeding, 
disease control, improved pas­ 
ture», and management as ways 
of increasing output of livestock 
products.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
government reports Dec. 2 on 
a winter wheat crop progress 
survey that could cause federal 
farm officials some worrisome 
second thoughts about their crop 
control program. 
The report will be the Agri­ 
culture Department's first fore­ 
cast of the winter wheat crop 
to be harvested next spring and 
summer. 
Reports by the Weather Bu­ 
reau as well as by private grain 
specialists of severe drought in 
the im porta t central and south­ 
ern Great Plains have raised 
some serious questions about 
the crop and the prospects of 
production next year coming to 
the 1.6-billioa-buthel level de­ 
sired by officials. 
A much larger crop is needed 
if the United States Is to ooo* 
tinue it commercial and foreign 
food aid program*. A surplus 
that plagued farmers and offic­ 
ials for several years has been 
used in meeting the rapidly ex­ 
pending foreign demands.

He said that in addition 
to natural resources and techni­ 
cal know-how, man must find 
ways to overcome human, cul­ 
tural, financial, social, economic 
and political obstacles lf be is 
to feed the world’s hungry peo­ 
ple. 
’’Problems such as transpor­ 
tation, storage, finance, tenure, 
and income levels need solving. 
Since many of these involve the 
feelings and values of humans, 
they will- be most difficult to 
solve,” he said. 
Dr. Barr reviewed the world 
population trend, noting how the 
most rapid growth rates in pop­ 
ulation are found In countries 


j capita is to be reduced, food out­ 
put in the world needs to ex­ 
ceed population growth of about 
2 per cent per year,” he said. 
“This will mean, in addition to 
large increases in grain output, 
very large increases in fruits, 
vegetables, and animal products.

attention. 
“Dr. Henry believes that he is 
in possession of all facts," said 
Reed, “and has invited my in­ 
quiry into the matter with an 
offer of full cooperation on the 
part of the university in any in­ 
vestigation I may wish to un 
dertake. 
"I will begin an investigation 
in accordance with regular con I 
erence procedures." 
The action climaxed a some­ 
what hectic week in the Illinois 
athletic picture. 
Last Monday, head football 
Coach Pete Elliott was expected 
to be named athletic director, 
succeeding Doug Mills who re­ 
signed last month following a 
25-year tenure. 
Instead, Elliott withdrew his 
name from consideration for the 
Job and followed that move by 
withdrawing from the race for 
the 
athletic 
directorship 
at 
Northwestern, vacated by Stue 
Holcomb's resignation Dec. 1. 
Elliott called the report on ir­ 
regularities “an administrative 
thing. I'm not in a position to 
say anything about it It has 
nothing to do, however, with my 
wanting to stay in coaching." 
One source told The Associat­ 
ed Press the report on irregular­ 
ities “obviously la the reason 
that the naming of an athletic 
director is being held up but the 
report that nothing to do with 
tiie resignation of Doug Mills." 
Still another source said the 
irregularities concerned a cer­ 
tain fund, but it was not learned 
how much was involved or 
where the alleged money, if any, 
had been channeled.
